SIAM REPLIES TO THE ULTIMATUM. 


The French Minister Declined to Extend the 
Time—Agreement Between Engtand 
and Her Gallic Neighbor—The 

’ Concord Goes to China. 


w Telegraph to Tie Timer. 

PARIS, July 22.—(By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.) A dispatch to the Temps 
from Saigon says: “A telegram from 
Stungtreng announces that Capt. Vill- 
ers, commanding the French forces at 
Khong, reopened fire upon the Siamese 
on the morning of the 19th inst. In the 
course of the engagement, the French 
captured the forts of Dandua, Dongo 
and Donhan, thus confining the enemy 
to Fort Donsom. The last-named 
stronghold, though protected by 
series of well-constructed fortifications, 
was captured on the following day, 
without loss to the French, who now 
occupy the entire group of islands. 
Only the town of Khong remains to be 
captured. It is estimated that three 
kundred Siamese were killed and two 
hundred Ps in the last encoun- 
ters.” 

A Bangkok — says that the 
Siamese government, which is anx- 
lously awaiting advice from Great 
Britain, has been informed by Lord 
Roseberry that the British government 


must first receive Lord Dufferin’s re-: 
| port on the matter. 


‘SIAM’S REPLY. 

PARIS, July 22.—The Siamese Min- 
ister to France called on the French 
Foreign Minister this morning and 
asked for an extension of time for a 
reply to the French ultimatum. The 
request was refused, and the Siamese 
Minister was informed that if it is not 
acceded to in the time specified, France 
would proceed at once to enforce her 
demands. 

PARIS, July 23, 1 a.m., Sunday morn- 
ing.—(By Cable and Associated Press.) 
Siam’s reply to France’s ultimatum 
was hanc™! to the Trench Minister 
resident at Bangkok, and te 
to the Siamese legation here. Its 
terms rendered necessary an exchange 
of telegrams between the legation and 
Bangkok. Therefore the reply will not 
be given out for several hours. 

ENGLAND'S POSITION. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—A London 
dispatch states that the Marquis of 
Salisbury

Staics, between Burmah and the north- 
eastern frontier of Siam, although 
claimed by Siam, while France was to 
have all the left bank of the Mekong 
River.

(A native of Maine, Senator Perkins 
began life as a sailor boy, and in 1855, 
at the age of 16, he found his way with 
others to California, where, after a 
brief experience in the mines, he found 
employment in a store at Oroville. By 
close economy, he saved enough to pur- 
chase the business, which he gradually 
increased until his sales amounted to 
$500,000 a year. In 1872 he was ad- 
mitted into partnership with Goodall & 
Nelson of San Francisco, which firm 
later became Goodall & Perkins, exten- 
sive shipping agents, and connected 
with the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany. He also became connected, sub- 
sequently, with a number of prominent 
enterprises, among which was the Arc- 
tic Oil Works, of which he was made 
president. He was also elected presi- 
dent of the Pacific Steam Whaling 
Company and the West Coast Land 
Company. In 1869 he was chosen State 
Senator for Butte county, and in 1873 
he was appointed to fill the unexpired 
term of Senator Boucher for Butte, 
Plumas and Lassen counties.

care in making a decision, but I be- 
lieve that I have never been called 
upon to perform an official act that has 
caused me the anxiety that this has. 

“In addition to the names, that have 
been publicly discussed, I have been 
urged by friends of several gentlemen 
to appoint them, which made my task 
so much more the difficult, as they did 
not care to be known as applicants un- 
less they had some favorable assurance. 
It has been a most serious subject to 
me, and I think that no candidate has | 
given it one thought to my hundreds. 
I have listened to every one who de- 
sired to express an opinion, and have 
received letters, petitions and communi- 
cations by the hundreds from all over 
the State, expressing private opinions, 
and yet I can say to you truthfully 
that up to noon today no man knew 
what I intended doing, for I did not 
fully determine until after that hour. 

“IT have tried to divest myself of all 
personal feeling in the matter, and to 
select a man who, from experience in 
public life and from business training, 
could accomplish, if possible. some of 
the many things that a Senator will be 
expected to accomplish for this State, 
and, at the same time, reconcile the 
differences, if any exist within the 
party. Among those prominently men- 
tiomed there was no one who was pre- 
eminently qualified above all others, 
but all were, in my opinion, almost cn 
an equality, so far as ability is con- 
cerned. 

“In the case of Gov. Perkins, how- 
ever, I desire to say that he has for 
thirty years been prominent im: the 
councils of the Republican party; he 
has been connected in an official ca- 
pacity with many public institutions; 
has served two terms as State Senator, 
one term as Governor of this State, and 
has brought to each and every position 
in public as well as private life, a spirit 
and determination to succeed equalled 
by few men, and I believe that‘ in this 
position he will reflect great credit on 
his State and party. 

“It has been thought by a great 
many that the time taken in giving 
consideration to this subject was 
wasted, but it was my desire to hear 
every citizen who cared to express his 
opinion, and to have time afterward to 
weigh carefully what was said to me 
concerning the capabilities of every 
prominent person mentioned for the 
place, and, after having come to a con- 
clusion in the matter, I am positive it 
was the correct course to pursue.”

Delegate to the Bi-metallic Congress. 

Judge A. J. Utley left for Chicago 
yesterday afternoon to attend the Bi- 
metallic Congress to be held in Chicago 
August 1. During the morning half 
a dozen persons interested met at the 
courthouse, when $100 was raised to 
defray the Judge's traveling expenses, 
and the following resolutions were . 
adopted, Judge Utley being selected as 
the delegate referred to: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of 
this meeting that the interests of this 
county demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver.” 

It was also resolved that this county 
send a delegate to the Bi-metallic Con- 
gress to be held in Chicago,TIIl., August 
1, 1893. 

In the evening a meeting was held at 
the old courthouse, when the resolutions 
wore read and adopted. 

Tuesday evening Congressman Can- 
non will speak on the silver question at 
the old Courthouse. 


Said to Be Dying. 

“Sconchin’’ Maloney is said to be dy- 
ing at his home in Oakland. Sconchin 
has not been himself since his return 
from the East, and, while he has no pro- 
nounced disease, appears to be wasting 
away. The man is one of the most 
noted characters in the State, and has 
always taken an active interest in pol- 
itics. He always announced himself as 
an employee of the law department of 
the Southern Pacific, though what his 
duties Were no one knew but Sconchin 
himself. He was also a great admirer 
of Shakespeare, and could quote from 
his plays by the hour. He was an ec- 
centric individual, but had many warm’ 
friends, and will be missed by politicians 
from one end of the State to the other. 


Third Street Tunnel Meeting. 

An informal meeting of people inter- 
ested in the Third street tunnel project 
was held yesterday afternoon at the 
City Hall.

Arrival of the Distin: 
guished Visitor. 


Met by a Delegation of Former 
_lowans. 

interesting Talk on Silver and the 


Probable Action of Congress at the Coming 
Session— Public Reception at the 
Rooms of the 
‘ League. 


. Hon, James S. Clarkson, First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General under the Har- 
tison administration, ‘arrived from 
Santa Barbara at the Atcade: depot at 
1:30 ‘p.m. yesterday, Mr. Clarkson 
was expected on the overland from San 
Francisco, which is due at 12:30 p.m.. 
and a delegation of lowans were at the 
station to meet him. The conductor of 
the Pullman informed the waiting gen- 
tlemen that Mr. Clarkson and party had 
left San Fraitciscoa day earlier and 
taken a run‘to 'Santa Barbara, from 
which place he,would arrive an hour 
later. The delegation, consisting of 
Col. A. H. Neidig,..Maj. J. A. Donnell, 
F. J. Cressey, Hon. B. F. Allen, C. L. 
Bryan, S. V. Landt, Police Commis- 
sioner Tufts and: John Beckwith, put in 
the time swapping stories of Iowa bliz- 
zards and droughts. The train was on 
time, and, after the first greetings were 
over, the visiting party were driven to 
the Westminster, where they registered’ 
as: J. S. Clarkson, lowa; Isaac Trumbo, 
San Francisco; C. F. Clarkson, Des 
Moines, and Willams E. Hills, New 
York. 

Mr. Clarkson, sinanile known as the 
‘‘headsman,’’ is a gentleman of mild de- 
mea pleasant address. He is 
somewhat short and stout, and has a 
strong inclination to the double chin so 
prevalent among public men of the 
present day. He has light eyes, and 
hair of a darker shade, and his complex- 
ion denotes that of a person in perfect 
health, and who knows how to enjoy 
the good things’ in life. Mr. Clarkson 
was attired in a medium gray business 
suit and wore a black feit derby hat of 
latest shape, and russet shoes. Col. 
Trumbo, who accompanies the party, 
is well known to Californians, being 
World’s Fair commissioner, and as hav- 
ing been .identified with Republican 
politics in «his State for a number of 
years. The other two members consist 
of Mr. Clarkson’s'son and a college 
friend. . 

MR. CLARKSON TALKS. 

While lunch was being eaten several 
friends congregated in the Westminster 
lobby, and later paid their respects. 
Conspicuous among these were officers 
ofthe various’ Republican committees. 
This informal reception lasted about an 
hour, after which the party made prep- 
arations to tender some personal visits 
to friends in this city. 

While Mr. Clarkson was waiting a 
Times, reporter was admitted. to his 
coom.

In reply'to the question as to what

law, Mr. Clarkscn answered: ~-‘No- 
body knows exactly what will be ac- 
complished, but many of us have ideas 
of what should be done.

This 
silver question is one of--great-magni- 
tude, and concerns the East us well as 
the West. It should be approached ina 
Sstatesmanlike spirit—all demagogy 
should be thrown aside and only 
the coolest, calmest deliberation 
be allowed, while the matter is 
under consideration. It is very 
evident that the unéonditional repeal 
of the Sherman act is improbable, un- 
less some satisfactory measure is sub- 
stituted. President Cieyéland may 
think that the House will pass an uncon- 
ditional repealing act, but the Senate 
has it in its power to filibuster for 
months if the silver men so decide. I 
hardly think, however, that 


in—the question is too vital and over- 
whelming to allow unseemly wrangling. 
The Senate is composed of men who 
have too much regard for the interests 
of the countryto do anything that 
would aggravate the present strin- 
gency. And the House, I think, will 
also take a statesmanlike view of the 
situation. In fact, there is already a 
great pressure being exerted to center 


upon some good plan of bi-metallism, . 


and it is possible that by the-ttme ‘Con- 
gress meets the silver question may 
not appear as big a scarecrow as it does 
now.’ 

‘‘What do you think will be the Dem- 
ocratic policy in regard to the tariff?’’ 
was next asked. 

‘‘Now there is a subject,’’ answered 
Mr. Clarkson, becoming more animated, 
“that in my mind overshadows the sil- 
ver question. All this depression in 
business circles and this stringency in 
money matters is more due to the un- 
certainty regarding the tariff policy of 
the administration than to the fear as 
to the fate of silver. It is a strange 
circumstance, that while we were never 
mare prosperous as a whole people 


there is stagnation and failures in busi-. 


ness everywhere. Our manufacturing 
industries are languishing, and every 
other industry seems to suffer from 
some malign influence. The trouble is 
that the Democratic promise of free 
trade has not brought the good times 
every campaign orator on that side of 
the fence said it would, Andif the 
mere promise of free trade, or, to use 
their own words, ‘a reduction of the 
tariff,’ can bring about such disaster, 
what would a realization of such 
action do?

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) July 22.—My Iast 
bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from the 
23d to the 27th.

This disturbance will be at its great- 
est force in the Eastern ftates on 
August 1 and 2, 
thunder showers will occur in many 
places in the great central valleys. 

The warm wave will cross the west- 
ern mountains about July 28, the greac 
central valleys about the 30th, and the 
Eastern States about August 1. The 
cool wave wil! cross the western moun- 
tains about July 31, the great central 
Valleys about August 2, and the East- 
ern States about August 4. 

The August rainfall will be the heavi- 
est in northern latitudes, while south- 
ern latitudes will be inclined to 
drought, except near the coast, where, 
in many places, rains will occur. 

The unusual weather extremes of 
August wiil materially chanjze crop 
conditions in most places in the United 
States. As a rule, these exfremes will 
be the reverse of what they were dur- 
ing June and July. Where cool 
weather has prevailed extreme heat 
may be expected, where rains have 
been heavy, dry weather , and the de- 
Stenctive storms will occur where there 
has been quiet weather during the past 
season.

“AFPTER-DINNER COFFEE.”’ 


A Plea for Its Universal Adoption—The Paris 
Custom. 
Special Correspondence of The Timcs. 

PARIS, July 14. — Families where 
“*after-difner coffee’’ is the custom are 
well aware of the social and hygienic 
ealue of the half hour over the fragrant 
cups. but as 1 remember it, the custom 
is not common in America, being con- 
fined for the most part to the houses of 
the wealthy—they do sa.many of even 
the little things very differently over 
here, where charming every-day pleas- 
ures and refinements are not at all the 
cong he privilege of the rich. 

The Frenchwoman has a level head 
on many of the little points of domestic 
life, and nothing could induce her to 
eliminate the serving of after-dinner 
coffee from her personal duties to her 
family. She believes that all the 
agreeable things of society, like all the 
good things of earth, are intended for 
all men; that a habit which is pleasing 
to the rich is pleasing to the poor; 
that what is good in a city house is 

ood in a farmhouse, and that working 

ives are a good deal brighter for being 
enlivened by all the cheerful customs 
practicable. 

All of this was forcibly impressed 
ppon me at a dinner | shared not long 
agoin a French family, where hard 
work and long hours are the rule for 
every member, and where every detail 
of the household speaks of the closest 
economy. ; 

We rose from a dinner of five courses, 
each of which was as simple as the mar- 
ket afforded, but served in a faultless 
style, and went into the little family 
sitting-room. The apartment was high 
sp in thé sixth story and had a balcony. 

y hostess, who had, by the way, done 
eight hours of hard work that day ina 
shop, threw open the window, saying, 
**‘We'll have our coffee on the balcony.”’ 

We seated ourselves outside, and soon 
a little table was brought out. The 
coffee followed. The cups .were. the 
hardest, plainest ironstone; the spoons 
Were not ali of solid silver, I am sure. 
But I never enjoved a cup of after- 
dinner coffee more in my life than that 
one taken high up among the Parisian 
roofs in the soft gray May twilight. 
All the elements that form the charm 
of after-dinner coffee in elegant rooms— 
leisure, intimacy, unbending—were 
there. 

It wasa little shopkeeper’s family, 
which knew how to live and enjoy itself 
in spite of poverty, and which no 
amount of hard work could prevent 
from grafting into its life all refined 
and graceful customs. 

Sach conceptions of life are common 
among the French. They are too rare 
among not only the poor of the United 
States, but even among the well-to-do, 
who frequently seem to havea veritable 
antipathy toenjoying themselves and 
to adopting agreeable customs; to many 
of them the mere suggestion of serving 
coffee in the sitting-100m or on the lawn 
after dinner would mean a foolish affec- 
tation of ‘‘style.*’ 

There are several standpoints from 
which a plea for after-dinner coffeejfcan 
be made. 

Health is one. The perfect relaxa- 
tion which accompanies the leisurely 
stirring and sipping of a tiny cupful of 
coffee is the best of digestives. 

Good humor is another. I defy a 
family to remain unamiable or unsocial 
long all its members are grouped in un- 
conventional attitudes, leaning against 
the mantel. seated on the arm of some- 
body’s chair, lounging-on the sofa, lean- 
ing from gthe window; none of them 
feeling the necessity of severe conver- 
Sational effort, all of them glad to 
stretch themselves a little after the 
formalities of the dinner. It encour- 
ages intimacy, and tempts all to talk 
freely. 

The artistic standpoint is not to be 
overlooked, andi do not know but this 
is the strongest one among the French.

It is not so easy a thing as one thinks, 
this cut of a petticoat. 

It is not enough to have the seams 
come out even, as ] remember I used to 
think when I was trying to make my 
own petticoats; in fact, if the seamsare 
either stretched or fulled in the least 
bit in order to ‘“‘match,”’’ the result is a 
bad hanging skirt, and one that will 
not iron into shape. .No one ever has a 
pattern for an underskirt; everyone 
seems to think that it can be ‘‘just 
tornoffand run up,’’ never realizing 
how much the petticoat has to do with 
the contour and hang of the gown skirt. 

But smart modistes will tell you that 
unless your petticoat is all right they 
cannot warrant you the hang of your 
gown. And there is reason in what 
they say; for suppose the petticoat 
belt sags, as itis liable to do ona slim 
woman with no hips—this fault sinks

the fullness down below the waist, caus- 
ing the dress skirt to sink in at the 
waist line, where it ought not. Again, 
when the belt is too large, and you lap 
it over and tie the strings around rou, 
not only the skirt but the waist of your 
gown will fit abominably, for the 
strings create a ridge. The bad set of 
many coats and basques just at the 
waist line is owing ‘to the careless cut 
and adjustment of the petticoat at that 
point, which ought to suit the sudden 
flare there exactly. 

Yet most women seem to think only 
of the cut of their gowns, never giving 
a thonght to the fit of their underwear 
—neither petticoats nor corset covers. 

The long use of the colored petticoat 
in preference to the white one has 
filled the shops with hundreds in all 
colors and qualities, so that making 
them when they could be bought as 
cheaply, with the saving of time, 
seemed an industrial absurdity. But 
now there are good reasons for know- 
ing how to make petticoats; one is that 
the petticoat of a vear ago is not the 
right stvle for the present dress skirt; 
another is that white petticoats are 
coming into vogue again, at least, so 
all our shoppers in Paris say. 

THE PROPER MAKING OF WHITE SKIRTS, 

Always wash your goods first; don’t 
guess at how much a petticoat is going 
to shrinkin the laundry. Then tear 
your widths off—never cut them—and 
pull them straight; always baste your 
seams; begin to both baste and sew at 
the top and go down, leaving all the 
unevenness at the bottom, trimming off 
none of the widths until all the seams 
are sewed. These are general direc- 
tions, 

To particularize in cutting, do not 
gore the cloth at too much of an angle. 
Never trust to youreye to cut a gore, 
but follow the easy and sure plan of 
taking one width and folding it over on 
the bias, allowing seven and a half 
inches difference between the top and 
bottom, with the advantage at the bot- 
tom, of course. In this way you get 
your two side gores without losing an 
inch of goods. .In white skirtsthe back 
is frequently left full and straight, 
while the front width is gored enough 
to correspond to the darts that come in 
the front of a dress skirt. |

Cut bythe 
diagram given here a petticoat of such 
silk will be one over which your dress- 
maker will like to ‘“‘thang’’ your gown 
skirt because the silk fulness holds it 
out well; and worn over it your gown 
will keep its contour—an advantage 
which silk petticoats possess over cam- 
bric, however perfectly the latter may 
be cut and made. 

Gore the front width witha difference 
of ten inches at the top; then take four 
widths of your silk and fold it over ac- 
cording to the first diagram, measur- 
ing your corresponding tops and bottoms 
exactly, with adifference of seven and 
ahalfinches between them; in this 
manner you get twogores outof one 
width. Four of these widths make 
eight gores and these are put together, 
four either side of the front, the bias 
edge of course always going tothe back. 
A seam will then fall directly down the 
back and the bottom of the petticoat 
will lie in flutes just as your dress skirt 
does. 

Before you put on your rufiles, and 
after you have trimmed the bottom 
even, face the skirt witha bias facing 
of such stiffening material as you pre- 
06. about twelve inches in width; this 

eeps the skirt from dragging around 
the feet. Across the four back gores 
run a ribbon draw-string, which holds 
the fullness together in the back and 
keeps the dress skirt bouffant. 

Intrimming a silk petticoat, one or 
two large ruffles are better than the 
small ones commonly used. If your 
skirt is well clear of the ground you 
can pink then; otherwise, hem them, 
for the ‘‘pinking’’ gathers up to itself 
all little straws and dust. If the woman 
is tall and slim, so that it will be ‘‘be- 
coming,’’ another ruffie inside the skirt 
on the crinoline gives a pretty, fluffy 
appearance when the dress skirt is 
lifted. 

There is a new belting for petticoats 
that is inexpensive, only 9 cents a yard. 
It is closely woven, of fine linen

A WEAK HEART. 


The ‘‘Valvular Trouble'’—To Dic of ‘‘Patty 
Heart’’ is Suicide.

There are many causes of ‘‘heart fail- 
ure.’’ There can be many causes for 
any muscular weakness. 

The heart is really a hollow muscle. 
It is divided into four chambers, whose 
openirgs are fitted with little trap 
doors which open and close with exact- 
ness, and which are prevented from 
swinging beyond their meeting point by 
delicate muscle cords. 

Any of the parts of the heart may be- 
come weakened, and serious trouble is 
sure to follow. Had we in place of a 


brations of the chest, slow and regular 
percussion over the heart, rotatory mo- 
tions of the arms and legs. 

When her heart is beating too fast, a 
woman ought to stopin whaterer she 
is doing. and take slow leg movements. 
The movement called ‘‘Preparation for 
Jumping” isa good one. This is the 
way: 

(1) Rise on your toes, holding your 
om'your hips, your fingers for- 
war 


(2) Bend your knees outward and 
downward, 

(3) Rise on your toes again. 

Repeat three times, very slowly. 

Another movement good for palpita- 
tion is shown in figure 1. Lean against 
a doorway and rotate both legs alter- 
nately, beginning with the ankle, then 
slowly letting the whole leg rotate in a 
small citcle. 

Another good movement is shown by 
figure 2. ie on a flat surface and 
make knee-bendings, alternating right 
with left, very slowly and very thor- 
oughly. 

Again, stand erect, hands at the 
sides, heels together, toes turned out; 
raise your arms slowly outward, palms 
down, then upward. palms. facitig each 
other, then forward, arms perfectly 
parailel and downward, taking mean- 
time a full, deep breath. This move- 
ment is shown in figures 3 and 4. 

Another zood exercise which a woman 
can take without any preparation for 
it, is to stand heels together and raise 
her arms outward level with ber 
shoulders, then slowly rotate them. 
She should bend the head backward, 
arch the chest well and take a long in- 
spiration with each rotation, rising on 
ner tiptoes when the arms are at the 
top of their circle.

THE CITY BANK. 


Preliminary Report of the Receiver—Assets 
and Liabilities. 

Otto Brodtbeck, receiver of the City 
Bank, filed his preliminary report late 
last evening. It is accompanied by 
schedules giving all details as to each 
item of assets and Habilities. The re- 
port is not intended as an appraisement 
of the assets, but in all cases the re- 
ceiver has indicated the value of the 
securities where his information justi- 
fies it. The report also contains a list 
of property which has been conveyed 
to the receiver by Mr. Childress and 
others connected with the bank as ad- 
ditional security. The total assets are 
placed at $263,524.21, of which amount 
$172,111.14 are classed as worthless or 
doubtful. To secure this last amount, 
the property conveyed to the receiver 
mer realize, in two or three years’ time, 


classed as good, or not classed, amounts 
to $91,413. 

It is evident that, under the most 
favorable circumstances, nothing more 
than claims of depositors can be paid, 
and that result will depend largely 
upon the expected advance in the price 
of real estate in this and San Diego 
counties, as also upon the result of 
litigation in which the title to some of 
the property is involved. It does not 
appear probable that any dividends can 
be declared in favor of depositors 
within the fiext six months.

(San Francisco Call, Friday:) There 
arrived by the steamer Newbern last 
night, from Mazatlan, James Alfred 
Kinghorn-Jones, one of the numerous 
sufferers by the Topolotampo éoloniza- 
tion scheme. Mr. Jones is acoompanied 
by hts family, consisting of a wife and, 
eleven children, ranging from a mature 
young woman to a boy in knickerbock- 
ers. They tell a-distressful story of the 
misfortunes which have attended them 
since they left their home in England, 
eighteen months ago, enticed by the 
roseate prospectus of the colony man- 
agers. After sixteen months of strug- 
gle, they abandoned all hope, bade 
good-by to nearly the entire savings of 
a lifetime, and will now seek a fresh 
start in British Columbia. 

While the climate and environment of 
Topolobampo are not favorable to the 
development of Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion, it would still be possible, they say, 
for a colony to exist and have the 
necessaries of life if there were any- 
thing like intelligent management, but 
there are three factions, cach read%- to 
spring at each other's throat, and all 
retarding the development which the 
400 colonists would be glad to go ahead 
with if those in -.:uthority would only 
allow them to move forward. 

Unless a change of management takes 
place svon, the colony will hardly be 
able to find subsistence. Most of thes: 


remaini would be only too giad to 
leave they could save out of their 
wrecks enough to carry them back te 


civilization and obtain i new start in ~ 


life.

The fruit situation, in the central 
and northern parts of the State, remains 
serious, The bgnks still decline to 
make the necessary advances to the 
canners, and it is said that not 10 per 
cent. of the canneries are running.

The deciduous fruit 
industry is a comparatively new one 
here, and most of the surplus fruit is 
dried. Again, the banks here have 
adopted a more liberal policy, as a 
rule, so that our fruit-growers will not 
feel the pressure so seyerely as their 
less fortunate Northern brethren, much 
of whose fruit is at present in danger 
of going to waste, unless financial as- 
sistance be speedily forthcoming.

Here IT am again after an absence of 
twenty years, when misfortune’s boom- 
ing blast, my early life had overcast. 

The $20,000 left me by my deceased 
father was invested in Los Angeles real 
estate. In 1887 the boom burst and my 
investment fell with it.

189, when the last lot was sold to sat- 
isfy a mortgage., Penniless and dis- 
couraged, I turned my back on Los An- 
geles, and by the assistance of a 
friend I succeéded in getting back to 
England, where I soon engaged in busi- 
ness. So fully was my mind and time 
engrossed that I did not keep

improvements of 
much less of others.

cd to nervous prostration from over- 
werk and study, so that rest and 
change of climate were absolutely

The question now arose as to where 
i should. go. Europe could give me 
nothing new, as I had seen most all 
the desirable places i: my business 
travels. Then why not go to America? 
And immediately a desire came to me 
to visit Southern California, where 1 
knew the climate was precisely what 
i, in my present condition, needed. So 
on April 15, 1910, 1 started from En- 
glane and arrivéd in Los Angeles 
April 22.

Can this be the city of 
but 56,000 inhabitants which I left 
only twenty years ago? Can T believe 
mine own eyes? Yes; the beautiful 
engraved card, presented at my room 
for my signature was headed in 
sparkling letters, ‘‘Hote! Cosmus, Los 
Angeles, April 22, 1910." A card was 
also handed me with the number of 
My room—985, dining-room 4—both situ- 
ated in the same ward, and elevator 
No. 3 was the most convenient for my 
exit. The ecard furiher informed me 
that I was welcome in all the pub- 
lic halls, parlors and elevators, and 
that I would receive transfers to any 
other dining hall by application. This 
at once impressed me with the im- 
mensity of the hotel, ond upon 
further investigation, | found it to 
occupy ©& Whole block between Hill and 
Giand avenuc, and.Ninth and Tenth 


Streets. It is eight stories high, that 
being the Hmit allowed by law. The 
rooms in the first story, fronting on 


the above mentioned streets, are occu- 
pled by retail stores, principally dry 
goods, fancy goods and clothing stores, 
fitted up in elegant style. But the 
ereatest splendor beheld was around 
the inner court, where the display of 
jewelry, precious gems and fancy arti- 
cles of brilliancy and beauty was equal 
to anything I have ever seen in Berlin 
o: Paris. 

Electricity is used for light, fuel and 
power, and everything works with the 
exactness of clock work, only more so, 
This, I was informed, is the grand com- 
mercial hotel of Southern California. 
perfectly fire, burglar and earthquake 
proof, where bankers, merchants and 
business men meet from all parts of the 
world. 

I received a card from Mr. Brooks, a 
friend of the old boom times, who had 
accidentally seen my name, A. Bent, 
among the late arrivals. We soon re- 
newed our acquaintance, and -he again 
proved himself an excellent companion 
and worthy friend, * 

After talking over the past and par- 

of a substantial lunch, Mr 
Brooks, who, by the way, is in the real 
estate business, offered to accompany 
me in visiting the city, which invita- 
tion I accepted. 

On descending to Grand avenue I be- 
held a street a hundred feet wide, a 
double car track in the. center, on 
which the electric cars run, and every 
passenger was provided with a com- 
fortable seat, no standing being per- 
mitted. All the unsightly obstructive 
poles and wires of olden times were 
disposed of. Beautiful carriages, both 
large and small, private and public, of 
various designs, were also propelled by 
electricity from a storage battery. 
These glided along over the smooth 
and clean streets as easily and gently 
as the gondolas on the Grand Canal of 
Venice. 

While looking up and down the street 
and admiring the grand sirtictures of 
modern architecture in beauty and 
strength, some even adorned with fine 
marble statuary, and seeing this busy 
life before me, I remarked to Mr. 
Brooks that this was all very nice, 
these clean and beautiful chariots could 
make good headway on such a street 
as this, but how about the unpaved and 
ungraded streets? With a smile_ of 
contentment and a look of pride he 
answered: ‘‘Nearly all our streets are 
paved like this, and not only that, but 
the principal highways leading from the 
city are in like condition wittfin a 
radius of forty miles. For cleanliness, 
the principal streets in the city are 
flushed every night after 12 o'clock. 
The waterworks are now owned by the 
city, and a splendid system it is. They 
simply remove the plugsin the different 
parts of the block, which emits the 
water as desired, then a machine is set 
in motion by electricity which sweeps 
the water and dirt before it into large 
openings at the corners, that convey it 
through storm drains outside the city, 
where it is used for irrigation. 

“Have you dispensed entirely 
the use of horses?” I asked. 

“O, no; we still use them; see, there 
comes one of our turnouts. That be- 
longs to Mr. Selt, a millioniare. Many 
of the wealthy classes still keep fine 
herses and equipages because of their 
love for horses, besides it is considered 
more tony.” 

I engaged an electropede, as these 
public conveyances are called, and rode 
about the principal parts of the city. 

I discovered that many of the streets 
had been widened from eighty to 100 
feet, and others are being widened. 
Main and Los <Angeles streets are 
occupied mostly by commission and 
wholesale houses. Hill and Grand ave-

nue are the principal retail streets. <A 
grand operahouse on Hill and Sixth 


streets has just been finished. It covers 
haif a block, and in every department 


the most modern and complete ideas 
are carried out. Prosperity reigns 
every where. 

On our return I: inquired of Mr. 


Brooks as to the population of Los An- 
geles. “‘Well,"’ said he, “that is some- 
what difficult to answer. You see the 
Way we are situated, it is hard to tell 
where the city leaves off and the coun- 
try begins. The city proper. as it was 
laid out when you were here, has only 
about five hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants. You will notice there are many 
vacant lots yet, and the city could ac- 
commodate thousands more, but the 
conveniences in the country and the op- 
portunities of making a living are such 
that a country home is preferred by 
many of our newcomers. If you wish 
to take a ride out in the country to- 
morrow I will be with you at 10 a.m.” 
Punctual to the engagement we met, 
and I asked from what depot we should 
start. ‘“‘Why, we start right here from 
your hotel: we'll take the electric car 
will seon land_us.in Pomona. Our 
local railroads are now mostly used for 
carrying freight: while they also carry 
passengers, yet the conveniences of the 
cars are so much better that 
but few will ride in the ratthng, cum- 
bersome railroad cars. I1 found this to 
be true. We passed along smoothly 
for about half an hour, my mind occu- 
pied by the wonderful improvements I 
saw around me, ere I discovered that 
we were already in: the country. ‘There 
was no change in the roadbed, it being 
a continuation of the same pavement 
as that in the city. On either side 
were medium-sized cottages, each with 
a few acres of land under a high state 
of cultivttion, some planted to berries, 
some to vegetables, others to different 
varieties of flowers, which, [I was in- 


4 
formed, were grown for decorating pur- 
poses and th® extract perfume factory. 
While many of them grew a variety of 
fruits and vegetables for their own use, 
they all made a specialty of producing 
some article for the market, to get the 
wherewith to supply themselves with 
the necessaries of life. 

As we neared the foothills I beheld 
the beautiful orange and lemon groves 
of deciduous fruits (just out in bloom,) 
with grand villas that indicated wealth 
and prosperity. 

We passed through a number of vil- 
lages with fine churches, public schools, 
business places, canneries, creameries 
and other industries. Passengers were 
taken on and alloWed to get off at con- 
venient places. In one hour from the 
time we started we landed in Po- 
mona, thirty-two miles distant, a pros- 
perous city of 40,000 inhabitants. Fare. 
round trip 50 cents. 

The next day we went to Pasadena, 
twelve miles distant, which has a pop- 
ulation of 60,000. Two electric car 
lines connected with Los Angeles, and 
one elevated electric line, via Los An- 


geles, to Santa Monica, thirty-three 
miles in length. We took the central 
line going out, which ha& a double 


track occupying forty feet in width, in 
the center of Palm boulevard, 120 feet 
wide, with shade trees on each side of 
the track. Besides this is a thirty-foot 
driveway on either side and a ten-foot 
promenade,

palms--the inner row dracena, the 
outer fan- leaf palms. This 
the grandest bhoutevard in South- 
ern California, and property 


along its line of frontage is nearly as 
high as that of the choice residence 
property in the city. The most of it 
is improved in a manner that shows 
plainly that money is no object. The 
selections of building sites are made 
according to the taste and fancy of the 
owner. Some have built\.their villas 
on the hill top, others ov the sides. 
M.. Brooks pointed out to’ me a cha- 
built by a French nobleman, 
Which comprises fifty acres, gradec, 
terraced and laid out in all conceiy- 
able shapes, and set to the choicest 
varieties of trees, shrubbery and flow- 
crs, interspersed by rustic bridges, 
miniature lakes or ponds, and orna- 
mented with statuary and fountains. 
Many of these fine residences,. Mr. 
Brooks informed me, were owned by 
Wealthy bankers, railroad men and 
business men of Eastern and Northern 
States, who occupied them only through 
the winter months, and directed thetr 
most important business through the 
‘phone or telegraph from their own 
rooms. During their absence the stew- 
ards allow visitors to the villas and 
grounds, accompunied by a guide fur- 
nished by them. I was amazed when 
| compared the present site to the 
almost worthless hills of twenty years 
AO, 

We remained in Pasadena over night, 
and the next morning took a ride over 
the elevated clectric line to Santa Mon- 
ica This give me a good opportunity 
~ vee a great deal of the country to 
t 


west of the city. The line ufter 
leoving- Los Angeles, skirts the Ca- 
huenga range -of mountains.: While 


some portion of this part of the valley 
is also occupied by wealthy residents, 
the most of it is inhabited by farmers 
of limited means, who produce fruit 


and vegetables. 


On our way we visited a beet sugar 
factory. Mr. Brooks informed me that 
there, were ten large factories around 
Los Angeles and two refineries, the 
moSt of them with a capacity .of from 
four to six hundred tons of beets per 
day. Here, too, I found electricity .to 
be the principal factor. Some of the 
beets were already up, while others 
were being planted@ The superintend- 
ent told us that the farmers owned 
most of the stock in the factory, and 
that they would plant over six thou- 
sand acres to beets that year. The 
machinery is started up as early as 
July, with about one hundred and 
twenty men to run it, and is kept go- 
ing till all the beets are worked up. 

Very ingenious machines are used in 
phinting, cultivating and harvesting. 
Electric cars, used in collecting the 
beets, run on movable ‘tracks. The 
business is conducted on the most im- 
proved and economic plan, and is one 
of the largest and best paying busi- 
nesses in Southern California. The 
most of the farmers interested in the 
co-operative beet sugar factories have 
but from five to ten acres of land from 
which they moke a. living, and some of 
them have a bank account. Mr. Brooks 
is confident that this method of co-op- 
eration has done more toward harmon- 
izing capital and labor than every- 
thing else combined. 

Nor does the good work of this in- 
dustry end here. The chemicals and 
lime, after having been used in the fic- 
tory, are returned to the land as fer- 
tilizers, thus giVing it its original pro- 
ductive power. The pulp and the tops 
are returned to the farmers to feed 
milch cows. The milk is sold to the 
creameries. The pulp is also used for 
fattening cattle and sheep. The syrup 
that does not crystallize is sold to the 
fruit-flavoring syrup factories, of which 
there are two in Los Angeles that man- 
ufacture the greatest quantity and 
choicest variety of fruit syrup in the 
world. 

We continued our journey to Santa 
Monica, where I found a prosperous 
city of 25,000 inhabitants, and, instead 
of the old, dilapidated wharf, a seaport 
neir by where ships from all parts of 
the world land. 

We returned to Los Angeles by an- 
other boulevard, eighteen miles long 
and one hundred and twenty feet wide. 
This is called the Sporting boulevard. 
as the driveway on each side of the 
electric track is used by the rporting 
element of the city, who 
horses and full equippages. Here, too, 
we passed comfortable residences all 
along the line, so that it was difficult 
to tell when we left the country and 
entered the city. 

I could now plainly see why my 
friend, Mr. Brooks, hesitated in giving 
me the population of Los Angeles, as 
all the inhabitants for twenty miles 
around virtually belonged to the city, 
where they transacted most of their 
business, and on which they depend for 
their intellectual advancement, as well 
as for amusements and other luxuries, 
and | could further see that no other 
country that I knew of is so well 
adapted for a settlement of this kind: 
for, in the first place, Southern Cali- 
fornia has the best climate in the 
world, and nowhere can the land be 
subdivided into so many fractions and 
vield such large returns. 

“But what has become of your China- 
men?" “Oh,” said Mr. Brooks, ‘‘but 
few remain, most of them haying re- 
turned to their native home. Farming 
and domestic labor is becoming so ele- 
vated, remunerative and honorable that 
our sons and daughters fill these po- 
sitions with pleasure, and occasionally 
change off for that of the counting- 
room or drygoods counter, as they are 
well fitted for either.”’ 

The following morning Mr. Brooks 
eame to satisfy my curiosity about the 
manufacturing business. He took me. 
down to the Los Angeles River, where 
I beheld a perfect beehive of busy peo- 
ple on both sides of the river. There 
were glass works, sugar refineries, pa- 
per manufactories, fruit syrup factories, 
boot and shoe factories, tanneries soap 
factories, iron foundries, perfume fac- 
tories, Wire works, lumber yards, stone 
cutting yards, where the different 
stones were prepared for the builders’ 
use, and on the outside of the city were 
pucking-houses, smelters, rolling-mills. 
oil works and others of that nature. 
There being but little coal in sight, I 
asked what they used for fuel. “Why,” 
says Mr. Brooks, “‘with the modern im- 
provements and many discoveries made 
lately, oil has taken the place of coal. 
Nearly all these manufactories draw 
their supply from pipes from the large 
oil depots near the oil refineries outside 
of the city limits, and they in turn re- 
ceive theirs through pipes direct from 
the various oil wells about the country.” 

“Well, Mr. Brooks, it is wonderful to

“We now have six transcontinental 


lines, dnd others are in the course of | Desert. 


construction. distribute 
fruits, sugar, vegetables and other 
products, and in return bring such com- 
modities as we do not produce. Now, 
in order to givé you an idea of the 
vast amount of freight they handle, I 
will only mention our pringipal export, 
which will also show you the wealth 
that flows into Southern California, of 
which Loe Angeles is the principal de- 
pository. Our export of sugar alone 
from the ten large factories about the 
city amounts to over 65,000 tons; of 
syrup, 500,000 gallons, and we have, in 
six southern, counties, sixty large and 
small beet sugar factories. Of oranges 


These our 


and lemons, over 100,000 carloads were | 


shipped last season; about 20,000 car- 
loads of deciduous fruit, and thousands 
of carloads of raisins and other dried, 
canned and crystallized fruit; and last, 
but not least, the electrized fruit, which 
is now the latest and best method for 
preserving it in its natural state—a 
discovery of incalculable value _ to 
Southern California. There are thou- 
sands of carloads of vegetables shipped 
in winter. Then the nut crop—just 
think of Rivera alone, a village ten 
miles from here, shipping 600 carloads.” 

“Stop, Mr. Brooks, | have followed you 
very closely, and hfive made a rough 
estimate of the cash yalue of your ex- 
ports. If your figures are not over- 
drawn, I must admit that Southern 
is one colossal banking- 
house. and every man that owns 
ten acres of land a banker.” ; 

“Well, that is about the size of it,” 
replied Mr. Urooks, ‘‘for you will per- 
ceive that on most all the commodities 
of export [I've mentioned, there,is no 
cash outlay, but they are all produced 
out of the soil, and require nothing but 
labor. Hence these vast profits, which 
give us ample means to improve and 
embellish our homes, cities and coun- 
try, and, being linked together so 
closely from city to village and from 
country to citv, our business interests 
are nearly alike. We have but one 
principal aim, and that is progress. 
The sectional and sectarian feeling has 
almost vanished, and we have come to 
understand that what is good for .one 
is good for all; that no. man lives en- 
tirely for himself, but that theré is a 
universal tie which binds us, and the 
less resistance we offer to that tie, the 
nearer we come receiving the bless- 
ings that life is heir to.”’ 

We next visited Elysian Park, which 
compares favorably with any park in 
the world, and is 9 delightful place for 
the living souls, to say nothing of an 
abode for the blessed after death. 

We also took a trip up Wilson's Peak, 
Which affords a pleasant ride, mag- 
nificent views, and is a delightful sum- 
mer resort. 

The following day we went to San 
Pedro, twenty-two miles distant, a city 
of 60,000 inhabitants, with the principal 
harbor for Los Angeles. The appropri- 
ation received from the general govern- 
ment has been judiciously expended, 
and a safe harbor built for the largest 
ships aflont. Many of them come di- 
rectly through the Nicaragua Canal. 
The immense warehouses at San Pedro 
convince one of the vast amount of 
business done through that channel. 

Here we visited the headquarters of 
the Trio-clectric Shipping Company, a 
corporation of American, English and 
(Gierman stockholders, with a capital of 
$450,000,000. We witnessed the depart- 
ure of one of their trains of ten ships 
loaded with sugar, fruit and other com- 
modities, towed by two éleciro con- 
ducts. The trip from San Pedro to 
New York, by way of the Nicaragua 
Canal, is made in eight days. One elec- 
tro conduct moves «a train of eight to 
ten loaded ships with perfect ease, and 


more safety than a locomotive moves a. 


train of cars. But two are used to in- 
sure double safety. Part of the freight 
is transferred to other trains on the 
Atlantic side, and sent to England, 
France, Germany and other ports. 

We returned by way of Redondo and 
intermediate places. [ accepted an in- 
vitiation from Mr. Brooks to dine with 
him at the Hotel Excelsus at 7 p.m. 
We took the electric car for the hills 
in the western part of the city. Ten 
minutes’ ride brought us to the won- 
ders of the world. Before me I beheld 
beautiful grounds, some eighty acres 
in extent, with a grand tourist hotel in 
the center, and cottages of all sizes and 
pleasing designs imaginable on the out- 
skirts of the grounds. These cottages 
are rented to the tourists by the month 
or year, as desired, and used for all 
purposes as homes, except that of cook- 
ing, the guests all: being required to 
take their meals at the hotel or garden 
restaurant. The grounds are on an 
elevation, laid out in flower plats, 
lawns, promenades, tennis courts, and 
drives, planted to choice shrubbery, 
trees and vines, many rustic nooks and 
corners, as well as arbors, covered with 
vines, provided with hammocks and 
swinging chariots, with here and there 
a pond alive with carp, silver and gold 
fish. The grounds are studded with 
statuary of bronze, marble and stone, 
also ingenious and beautiful fountains, 
that, when at play, eject sprays of per- 
fumed water that spreads its delicious 
odor over the grounds, to be inhaled 
by the occupants. 

The effect of the different colored 
electric lights throughout the grounds 
was magnificent, especially as_ it 
flashes through the spray of the foun- 
tains, where it produces a_ brilliancy 
and transfiguration beyond description. 
It is simply superb. And to complete 
this heaven of bliss, the sweetest 
strains of music from the flute, accom- 
panied by harps and other stringed in- 
struments, vibrate through the balmy 
fill the soul with beautiful 
thoughts of peace and harmony. 

“Well, Mr. Bent, what do you think 
of this?" 

“Think of it? Why, my dear sir, I 
don’t think at all, [I'm entranced. 1 
thought I was prepared for anything 
here in California, but this is far be- 
yond my expectations, and certainiy 
the crowning glory of anything I've 
ever seen.”’ 

We had by this time arrived at a 
part of the garden supplied with many 
different sized tables, some already sur- 
rounded by people enjoying their re- 


past. We seated ourselves near table 
No. 20. My friend touched a button, 


and, through a telephone near by, or- 
dered dinner for twofat No. 20. In less 
than three minutes waiter appeared 
with an elegant serv and a dinner 
fit for a king. Everything was so com- 
plete that nothing more could be de- 
sired, and the waiter disappeared so 
suddenly that ] was at a loss to know 
what had become of him; but Mr. 
Brooks, soon relieved me by informing 
me that we were on hollow ground; 
that the kitchen for the garden and 
hotel were below us and in the base- 
ment of the hotel. The waiters as- 
cended and descended by means of ele- 
vators. Every order given through the 
telephone was received below and in- 
stantly answered. The cooking and 
working of all machinery is done by 
electricity, and all the garbage, steam, 
or smell from victuals is forced through 
pipes and so disposed of that both be- 
low and above the strictest sanitary 
regulations are observed. In fact, all 
suplies for the hotel are delivered 
through underground passages; also 
the baggage for the guests. 

My friend then looked at his watch, 
and informed me that it was time to go 
to the tourist theater, and, if I wished, 
we would goin at once. The theater is 
situated in the hotel. Its seating ca- 
pacity is- 1800. Mr. Brooks told me that 
it was well patronized by the bon ton 
of the city and surrounding country. 
“Those two loges to the right, you 

are occupied by families of noble- 
men from England. The upper one to 
the left by the family of President 
H of the Sierra Nevada Trans- 
continental Railroad,: who reside in the 
city. In the lower boxes are also rail- 
road magnates, and other business men. 
Many of them here are families of 
wealthy manufacturers of our city and 
the East. We have visitors here both 
summer and winter. Many of our sum- 
mer guests are from the torrid zone of 


_ business the year around.

Arizona, New Mexico and some of our 
inland counties about the Mojave 
So you see the hotel does good 
But now 
the curtains rise, and ‘Lucia de Lam- 
mermoor’ is produced by a leading op- 
era troupe.” 

That night, as we parted, I informed 
my friend that hereafter I should be 
pleased to have his company at Hotel 
Excelsus, where I expected to take 
rooms the next day, and remain dur- 
ing the balance of my stay in Los An- 
geles. 

The hotel is built on the most ele 


| vated part of the grounds, and evi- 


- 


“tly not designed so much for archi- 
tectural display as for convenience, 
and to give sunshine to every room in 
the house, in which respect it is a com- 
plete success. It is five stories in 
height, has its own theater, billiard- 
room, dancing-hall, cafes, library, sep- 
arate clubrooms for ladies and gentle- 
men, and a promenade deck and ob- 
servatory on the roof, which affords a 
fine view of the surrounding country. 
The hotel, including the cottages be- 
lonzing thereto, will accommodate 2800 
guests. 

The Garden Restaurant is also liber- 
ally patronized by the people of the 
city, especially during the evening. 
Both young and old come here to rest 
and refresh themsetves physically and 


mentally. I know of no place in the 
world that possesses 30 many 
invigorating qualities as the Ho- 
tel Excelsus and its enchanting 
surroundings. Here they can en- 
joy their meals in the opén air or 


under the shade of a tree, in a vine- 
covered arbor, or under the open can- 
opy of heaven, or sit and listen to 
sweet music produced by the best pro- 
fessionals employed by the manager to 
furnish music during meal hours and 
evenings. Often the sweet. and rich 
voices of some of the tourists ring 
forth in strains that carry the soul to 
higher realms, or the love ditties rise 
sweet and low from some _ secluded 
nook or corner, where love dwells in 
its puritv and sweetness. The mock- 
ing-birds are heard at all times through 
the spring and suntmer nights, their 
thrilling notes echoing through the 
branches and blending with those of 
the instruments. 

It -is «no wonder, that people come

GARBAGE E CREMATORY. 


A Test Witnessed by by the Members of the 
City Council. 

Councilmen Rhodes, Innes, Munson, 
| Pesaell and Teed paid another visit yes- 
rterday to the city gar bage crematory 
which, it will be remembered, is situ- 
ated on Ninth street near the river, 

The visit was for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the incineration of a large ani- 
mal, ‘his was done successfully. 

The crematory is of brick, about ten 
feet in length by about six feet wide 
and six feet high. A chimney carries 
off what little smoke is not consumed. 
Four jets, two on each of the two 
sides, supply oil to feed the flame. <A 
pump worked by a small steam engine 
forces the oil through the jets under 
heavy pressure. As the stream comes 
out, it is struck by a jet of air which 
is forced under a still heavier pressure, 
and the stream of oil is blown into a 
fine spray, which is immediately 
burned. A steady supply of oil from 
the four jets being constantly burned, 
keeps the interior of the oven at

Stanford's Care tor the Horse. 

In employing men to work at. Palo 
Alto, the late Senator gave them thé 
most strict orders, says the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. They were told never 
to strike, kick or whip a horse, and his 
instructions to his men were: ‘Always 
do a thing a little better than anybody 
else, and you will succeed. When you 
handle a horse treat him a little better 
than any one else. When you breed a 
horse, breed him to a little better stock 
cach time.”’ 

It was in this way that Stanford rev- 
olutionized the hurse-breeding of the 
country. He never allowed one of his 
men to ill-use a horse, and they knew 
it. There are fiever noise or blows 
around the Palo Alto stables, and the 
horses are never frightened. To show 
his féeling toward his horses, the late 
Henry Vrooman once told of an occur- 
rence when he was dining with Sena- 
tor Stanford. Just after the dinner, 
one of the drivers insisted that he must 
see the Senator. He was ushered in, 
with blood over his face, which was 
badly eut. “John knocked me down,” 
explained the man, referring to one of 
the traincrs. 

“What did you do?” asked the Sen- 


tor. 

“Nothing,” replied the man, 

“But you must have done something; 
I want the truth,” persisted the Sena- 


tor. 

“TI kicked a horse, and John knocked 
me down,” said the man.
